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The region known as Sierra Lahoma is situated in tne 
northwestern limit of San Jose Department and is con- 
sidered one of the most important rocky outcrops in 
the Southwest of Uruguay. It has a full extent of 10- 
12 km long and 3 km wide. A complete geomorphological 
study including its phanerogamic flora and fauna has 
been already published (Chebataroff 1944). 

The present paper is based on samples collected by the 
author in an area located 4 km northeastwards the Ce- 
rro Mahoma, aproximately 63925'w and 37°89'S. 

The author regards as a matter of interest to communi- 
cate the results obtained because they improve our 
knowledge on the distribution of menbers of the aus- 
trobrazilian lichen flora in the uruguayan country. 
The nunbers are those of the author and are deposited 
in his private herbarium.
